NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. Section 51.075 of Chapter 51 of the Fort Wayne Code 


of Ordinances is amended as follows: 
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Sec. 51.075. Bulk Waste Charges. 


(A) Industrial: For all industrial waste suitable for disposal directly through the 
plant digestors which has been delivered by the Customer to City’s plant - $57.50 


per 1000 gallons of tank capacity, or any fraction thereof. 


(B) Domestic: For all domestic waste delivered to plant by customer’s truck or 


tank - $37.25 per 1,000 gallons of tank capacity or any fraction thereof. 


SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage, and any and all necessary approval by the Mayor and 
legal publication thereof, and applied retroactively to September 16, 1995. Waste 
haulers shall receive credit for overpayments made under the previous provisions 


of this Ordinance.

SUBJECT: WASTE HAULER RATES 








This ordinance was requested by various haulers of industrial and 
domestic waste to the Water Pollution Control Plant and by Don 
Schmidt. 


Historically, the charge per 5000 gallons was based on a semi- 
trailer tank truck which brought loads to the Plant in the mid-80s. 
The 5000 gallon increment charge has never been changed even though 
records show that most current waste hauler trucks only carry 1000- 
3000 gallons per load. Volume capacity is stamped on all trucks 
per State law; therefor, it will be no problem to bill by 1000 
gallon increments.
